Disrricr No. 1. Winter term.—Miss Katie M. Fisher, 
teacher. Length of school 12 weeks; number of scholars, 9 ; 
average attendance, 4.5; tardiness, 6; visits,12. The school 
appeared quite well, and the work of the term was evidently well 
performed. 

District No. 2. Summer term.—Miss Annie F. Garrity, 
teacher. Length of school, 12 weeks; number of scholars, 12; 
average attendance, 10; tardiness, 0; visits, 16. Second term.— 
Same teacher. Length of school, 13 weeks ; number of scholars, 
19; average attendance, 16; tardiness, 0; visits 20. Miss Gar- 
rity in this her first experience as a teacher, brought the same 
careful deyotion to her work that she had shown as a pupil. The 
result was a prosperous school, except in the number of absences. 

Disrricr No. 38. Summer term.—Miss Nellie M. Beckwith, 
teacher. Length of school, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 10; 
average attendance, 9.5; tardiness, 7; visits; 22. The school 
was well managed and a good work accomplished. Winter term 
—Mr. Fred G. Hatch, teacher. Length of school, 12.6 weeks; 
number of scholars, 9; average attendance, 8.78; tardiness, 21 ; 
visits, 17. The -creditable appearance made at the end of the 
term indicated a successful school. 

Disrricr No. 5. Summer term.—-Miss Mary E. Alden, 
teacher. Length of school, 7 weeks; number of scholars, 17; 
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average attendance, 16.76; tardiness, 8; visits, 10. Fall term— 
Same teacher. Length of school, 9 weeks; number of scholars, 
18; average attendance, 16.93 ; tardiness, 20; visits, 19. These 
schools were well ordered, and satisfactory results were obtained. 
Winter term.—Miss Dora A. Wyman, teacher. Length of school, 
12 weeks; number of scholars, 28; average attendance, 26.84 ; 
tardiness, 179; visits, 23. A pleasant and progressive school. 
More instances of tardiness are reported for this term than for all 
other schools during the entire year. 

Districr No. 6. Summer term.—Miss Alice M. Elliott, 
teacher. Length of school, 8 weeks; number of scholars, 11; 
average attendance, 10; tardiness, 0; visits, 21. Fall term.— 
Same teacher. Length of school, 11 weeks ; number of scholars, 
12; average attendance, 11.3; tardiness, 0; visits, 19. Without 
previous experience in teaching, Miss Elliott performed her du- 
ties acceptably. 

Districr No. 7. Summer term.—Miss Ethel M. Porter, 
teacher. Length of school 8.8 weeks; number of scholars, 11; 
average attendance 10; tardiness, 4; visits, 23. A certain de- 
gree of progress was made, but order was too much neglected. 
Fall term.—Miss Lizzie E. L. Alden, teacher. Length of school, 
12 weeks; number of scholars, 12; average attendance, 11.4; 
tardiness, 4; visits, 14. This was a prosperous term. The num- 
ber of names upon the roll of honor attests an interest on the 
part of scholars and parents. 

Disrricr No. 8. Summer term.—Miss Effie, M. Taylor, 
teacher. Length of school, 9 weeks ; number of scholars, 9; av- 
erage attendance, 8.54; tardiness, 5;. visits, 18. Fall term.— 
Same teacher. Length of school, 16.5 weeks; number of schol- 
ars, 11; average attendance, 9.2; tardiness, 6; visits, 10. The 
school suffered from irregular attendance whereby interest is al- 
ways impaired. The progress of some of the scholars was, how- 
ever, very good. 

Disrricr No. 9. Winter term.—Length of school, 13 
weeks; number of scholars, 4; average attendance, 3.8 ; tardi- 
ness, 4; visits, 5. Miss Effie M. Taylor was employed to teach, 
but not being able to commence at the desired time, Miss Emma

J. Britton took charge of the school for five weeks, after which 
Miss ‘Taylor continued it to the close. We did not receive notice 
in season to attend the examination, but from the appearance 
during the term, think good improvement was made. 

District No. 10. Summer term.—Miss Sadie L. Duncklee, 
teacher. Length of school, 8.8 weeks; number of scholars, 6; 
average attendance, 5; tardiness,0; visits, 19. Fall term.— 
Same teacher. Length of school, 12.8 weeks; number of schol- 
ars, 7; average attendance, 6; tardiness, 5; visits, 18. From 
the appearance of the school at the close of each term it was evi- 
dent that it had been successfully directed. 

District No. 11. Summer term.—Miss Nora M. Allen, teach- 
er. Length of school, 8 weeks; number of scholars, 8; average 
attendance, 7.8; tardiness, 12; visits, 23. The result of this 
term was a fair degree of improvement, but more energy was 
needed to make it entirely satisfactory. Fall term Commenced 
by Miss Nora M. Allen who, on account of sickness, retired at 
the end of three weeks. The remainder of the term was under 
the instruction of Miss Carrie Hardy, whose labors were attended 
with increased interest and satisfaction. Length of school, 11 
weeks ;_ number of scholars, 9; average attendance, 8.9; tardi- 
ness, 27; visits, 14. 

District No. 12. Summer term—Miss May I. Farnum. 
Length of school, 5.8 week; number of scholars, 8; average at- 
tendance, 7; tardiness, 5; visits, 22. A fair degree of progress 
was made. Fall term—Miss Lizzie A. Brown, teacher. Length 
of school, 6 weeks; number of scholars, 9; average attendance, 
8.8; tardiness, 5; visits,5. Winter term—Same teacher. Length 
of school, 7.6 weeks; number of scholars, 5; average attendance, 
4.6; tardiness. 5; visits, 11. Both fall and winter terms were 
well taught and well governed. 

District No. 13. Summer term.—Miss Lizzie A. Clark, 
teacher. Length of school, 9 weeks; number of scholars, 5; av- 
erage attendance, 5; tardiness, 0; visits, 22. Winter term— 
Same teacher. Length of school, 13 weeks ; number of scholars, 
6; average attendance, 5.84; tardiness, 0; visits, 32. In the 
record of attendance this was the banner school; during the first 
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term there was neither absence, tardiness or dismissal, The teach- 
er was faithful and untiring in her work, and the scholars studi- 
ous and obedient. 

Number of scholars between five:and fifteen years of age as 
reported by the selectmen, 181—boys 112, girls 69. 

So large a percentage of our schools have so few scholars 
that the consolidation of districts, whenever practicable, should 
receive consideration as a matter of financial and educational 
‘economy. 

Attention is again called to the insufficiency of the black- 
board supply; at a trifling cost this evil can be permanently 
remedied. Oral instruction upon miscellaneous topics has been 
an important feature, a mode of instruction especially recom- 
mended, since it gives agreeable and necessary variety to school- 
room exercises. 

The general school work has been more satisfactory than 
that of the previous year. For the first time in our experience, 
registers have been promptly returned. Much of the unnecessary 
fault-finding of years past has been wisely abandoned. Danger 
signals erected by faithlessness have not stayed the wheels of 
progress.
